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Sen. Holl 
Heavily Oppose Home Rule 


Headed for 
Easy Win Borough Voters Favor Front-Runners 


Stale Sen. Edwin G Roll 
headed for an easy victory' 
early today in his race for 
Republican nomination to a 
third term in the state's 
upper legislative body 
Returns were slow finding 
their way into election 
headquarters at Norristown 


Less than 24 per cent of Pottstown’s 
9.429 registered voters bothered to go to 
the polls Tuesday but those who did 
showed they overwhelmingly were 
against Home Rule and they favored 
front-running candidates on both tickets. 
The final tally on the Home Rule 
question was a lopsided 1,872 against the 
charter as opposed to 284 in favor of it, 
and political insiders are attributing the 
result to an intensive anti-charter cam ­ 
paign west of Perkiomen Creek. 
In the candidate selection process 
those running for both party nomination 
to major office carried the borough han* 
dilly, as expected. 


Milton J. Shapp, seeking the 
Demoncratic nomination to become the 
first Pennsylvania governor to have two 
consecutive terms, polled 740, as com­ 
pared to 138 for Martin P. Mullen, and to 
the 70 ballots drawn by Harvey F. John 
ston. 
Andrew L. Lewis Jr., Schwenksville 
resident seeking the Republican guber­ 
n atorial nomination polled 968 
Republican ballots compared to 146 for 
Alvin J. Jacobson and 79 gained by 
Leonard M. Strunk. 
One of the hardest-fought races for 
nomination was on the Republican ballot, 
where five men vied for that party’s 


nom ination to the 5th D istrict 
congressional seat to be vacated this 
year by John H. Ware 3rd. 
Richard T. Schulze, endorsed 
Republican candidate, gained the favor 
of Pottstown Republicans, polling 527 
votes. 
A nother front-runner for the 
nomination, John R. West, who outspent 
all the other candidates in his campaign, 
only found favor with 263 local 
Republicans to finish .second in the 
borough. 
The other three Republican candidates 
didn’t fare as well with local voters. Rex 
S. Morgan drew 190 votes, Edward C. 


Conroy 129, and James S. Mi I me, 34. 
State Sen. Edwin G. Boll received a 
visible demonstration all his efforts on 
behalf of Pottstown hadn't gone 
unnoticed when he out-polled his 
Primary opponent by a margin of six to 
one. 
Holl’s tally was 1,111 in the borough 
while Thomas J. Holton, an Ambler 
resident who is a college law professor, 
drew only 202 votes, 
Pottstown Democrats, in additon to 
making their selection for the guber­ 
natorial nominee, made a choice in the 
race for the 5th District congressional 
seat.

SEN. EDW IN G. HOLL 
but at presstime the veteran 
lawmaker held an edge of 
nearly five to one over his 
Primary opponent. 
The tally, with 180 precinc­ 
ts reporting, gave Hoi! 8.396. 
to the 1.687 polled by Thomas 
J Holton, the challenger 
with little in the way of a 
campaign e r gani zation.. 
Holl. who was endorsed, for 
re-election by the county 
Republican organization, 
appeared to be continuing to 
outdistance his opponent as 
the results trickled in. 
The state lawmaker, who 
gained a six to one edge over 
Holton in Pottstown. is a 
familiar figure in the 
borough and surrounding 
townships. 
He has made his presence 
felt by intervening with the 
appropriate Ha r risburg 
agencies to solve a number 
of problems locally or 
respond to requests. 
Holl’s jurisdiction is the 
24th State Senatorial District 
which takes in much of Mon­ 
tgomery County. 
Earlier this year, when 5th 
District Congressman Jota

office at the end of the year.

Home Rule 
Defeated 
In County 


Despite the much touted 
strength of the Montgomery 
County Republican Party, 
which put all its clout behind 
the Home Rule charter 
proposal, the measure went 
down to defeat Tuesday at 
the polls. 
With nearly all of the coun­ 
ty’s 313 precincts reporting, 
the tally showed 33,082 coun­ 
ty residents voted against 
the proposal, while only 
28,289 supported it. 
And because of the defeat, 
proponents of a Home Rule 
charter must wait five years 
before the proposal can be 
placed on the ballot again 
While less than 5,000 votes 
spelled the difference betr- 
ween victory and defeat for 
the proposal, had Tuesday's 
balloting been confined to 
the area west of Perkiomen 
Creek it would havbe been 
s w a m p e d 
by voter 
opposition. 
As it was. even with the 
overpowering strength of the 
Republican organization in 
the lower end of the county 
the gains there failed to 
overpower and erase the 
deficit found west of the 
Perkiomen. 
Pottstown led the other 
western Montgomery Coun­ 
ty communities, as 87 'per 
cent of the people voting .said 
they didn't want a change in 
county government.

apparently became tired and then 
panicked when his companion made 
a rescue attempt The lessons are 
clear 
— R eco g n ize 
your limitations 
Never swim far from shore or over 
your head Even expert professional 
swim m ers make sure there is com ­ 
petent rescue aid close at hand. 
—Swim only in familiar areas 
N ev er 
dive 
in or swim in an 
unfamiliar area Underwater objec­ 
ts and unknown depths can lead to 
trouble 
—Learn the life-saving techniques 
of experts. Swim clubs, schools and 
the Red Cross offer training that is 
essential for those who swim a lot. 
Knowing these techniques can help 
you avoid panic when your life or 
another person's life is endangered 
in the water. 
Late last month, a four-vear-old 
Red Hill boy wandered near the 
Grasslands Swim Club pool near his 
home. He apparently toppled in and 
drowned That tragedy also teaches 
a lesson 
—If you have a pool or other area 
of open w ater which might attract a 


child, be sure it is surrounded 
by a fence and be sure the fence is 
locked The pool in this case did not 
have an adequate fence 
—If you live near open water 
which cannot be or is not fenced 
—be 
sure 
to 
restrict the area 
where your young child can wander 
Open water is an attraction which 
most small children cannot resist. 
The 
s e a s o n ' s fi rst 
d row n i ng 
occurred in early April on Skippack 
Creek near the Goodrich dam in 
Lower Providence A 14-vear-old lad 
drowned when his canoe tipped A 
companion narrowly escaped death 
in the sam e accident. Again, there 
are lessons to be learned 
— In 
b o a tin g , w ater 
skiing, 
canoeing or any other water sport, 
be sure to use any and all available 
s a f e t y 
equipm ent. 
L ifejackets 
should be considered a ’ must" for 
any w ater sport where you are in 
"over your h ead.. 
—Even experts don't try to “ go it 
alone. ’' Enjoy water sports in groups 
which are large and experienced 
enough to provide rescue services. 
—Expect trouble. Be prepared for 
the unexpected—and discuss what 
you would do in an "emergency" 
situation. 
Words w ritten in an editorial or in 
a life-saving manual won't save 
lives. But if parents and others turn 
these words into acts of caution and 
instruction for their fam ilies — 
some lives m ay be saved. 
The 
w arm 
pleasant 
weather 
makes us all want to dive in for 
some refreshment. But before you 
do — rem ember to take that cold 
hard look at the rules.

All Around The Town 


Amityville Known 
For Happy Times 


By W EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 


It is intriguing to note that the highway running 
west out of Boyertown was referred to as the 
“Swamp road" rather than the Heading pike in 
the following notice, the date, 1877 
“On Saturday July 14th a 
Harvest 
Home 
Celebration will be held in the woods of Jacob 
Romig, on Swamp road, below Grestivilie. Stages 
will run from Amityville every hour to the groun­ 
ds. The Millerstown Comet Band and an orchest ra 
will furnish music for the occasion ’ 
Quite a place was this Amityville during those 
days. The year previously, "The Democrats of 
Amityville and vicinity intend holding a grand 
jubilee and m ass meeting at the public house of F. 
R Stetler in that place, on Saturday morning, 
Nov. 4th. A number of prominent speakers have 
been 
en g a g ed 
and there is no 
doubt that 
Democracy will have a high old tim e on that 
occasion." 
When the women of Pottstown craved to go to 
Amityville, there was simply no stopping them 
Why not? There were two hotels going full blast, 
and many a glorious time with band music, dan­ 
cing and moist delicacies of every description to 
tempt the palate. 
"Three spunky ladies of Pottstown, who wanted 
to attend a dance given on Friday evening at John 
B Wentzell's Bull's Head Hotel. Amityville, but 
whose beaux were rather backward in coming for­ 
ward and extending an invitation, concluded to 
take a lone hand. They hired one of Guldin's fast 
trotters and a man to drive them and started off 
"They reached their destination in good order, 
and after enjoying themselves in the mazy to their 
heart’s content, they started back for Pottstown 
and reached home about 5 o'clock in the morning 
without having anything to thank their Pottstown 
sweethearts for." 
It must have been pleasant sitting on one of 
Wentzel’s new porches in the moonlight and 
talking in low tones to one of the plain but 
adm irable young men of the community . 
Wentzel had just replastered the outside of his 
hotel, grading the drives to the carriage yard and 
making other improvements, thus giving his 
house a fine appearance 
Sixteen years before this, it will surprise many, 
the charm ing little community had m ade its bid as 
both entertainment and cultural center for lower 
Berks County. A new- institution of learning had 
been opened in 1861 by Dr 
D 
B. Brunner, a 
I*young gentlem an of excellent ch ara cter and 
capabilities," a graduate of one of A m erica’s first 
colleges (its name now forgotten). 
“A select school has long been needed in that 
q u arte r,” commented the Montgomery Ledger,, 
“We know of no one more able to carry the enter­ 
prise into success than Professor Brunner." 
We have previously written of Dr 
Elias Kit­ 
chen, but not nearly enough remains in print of 
this esteem ed physician. In the y e a r 1877, it is 
recalled, he sold his celebrated trotting horse, 
S 


Sardine" to Edward Semey of New York Sar- 
ine was recalled as a fast trotter but held no 
track record. 
It is also said of that year that Dr. Charles Van 
Buskirk, a pupil of Dr. Kitchen’s, was graduated 
from Jefferson Medical College The new doctor 
drove to Pottstown shortly thereafter, visiting 
some of his friends. It was speculated upon where 
he might choose to locate, hut the doctor as yet 
had no ideas on that subject. The new and hand­ 
some Boston Organ had gone into the Amityville 
Church two summers before, a dedication still 
remembered because of the sacred grand concert 
sponsored by the congregation so that everyone 
might have an opportunity of hearing its m ag­ 
nificent tones as well as the rare m usical talent 
which had been assembled to hear the rare 
program. 
That sam e sum m er of the new church organ the 
com m issioners of Berks County were making 
arrangements to build the bridge across the 
Manatawny which had been recommended some 
time previously This was at Francis Lee's Mill, 
near E ariville on the road from that place to 
Amityville. 
Francis Lee, the former owner of the mill by 
now was deceased, his property having recently 
changed hands, The price had been $4,500. by no

Loan Issue 
Is Approved 


P H I L A D E L P H I A 
(API—A proposal for the 
state to provide up to $100 
million in loans to improve 
fire 
protection 
in 
Penn­ 
sylvania nursing homes was 
passed by voters Tuesday. 


With 25 per cent of the vote 
counted, 
tallies 
showed 
160.152 persons in favor of 
the $100 million bond issue 
and 35,031 opposed. 
Both 
profit-making and 
nonprofit 
nursing 
tomes 
would be eligible for loans 
The' 
actual 
program, 
specifying interest rates and 
other 
term s, 
must 
be 
developed by the legislature. 


Only 25 of some 680 Penn­ 
sylvania nursing homes now 
meet federal and state fire 
safety standards, according 
to a coalition of political and 
civic leaders which cam­ 
paigned for the bond issue. 
Nursing 
tome 
associations say most tomes 
want to comply, but find it 
extremely difficult to raise 
the 
necessary 
money 
through charity or private 
lending institutions. 
The 
state 
loans would 
finance sprinkler systems, 
fireproofing, 
widened 
corridors and other man­ 
dated improvements. 


According to a recent poll 
by the Health Care Facilities 
Association 
of 
Penn­ 
sylvania, a group of 220 
proprietary, nonprofit and 
g o v e r n m e n t-o p e r a te d 
homes, the average cost for 
all the necessary repairs and 
rehabilitation is $1.919 per 
bed. 
By borrowing $100 million 
at once and providing tax in­ 
centives for those who lend 
the money, state officials 
hope to float the bond issue 
at 5 or 6 per cent interest. 


Individual nursing homes 
would have to pay at least 9 
or 10 per cent to get the 
money from private sources, 
it has been estimated. 
The bond issue's cost to 
taxpayers depends on how 
the legislature sets up the 
program. 
Both 
the 
Health 'Care 
Facilities Association and 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Association 
of 
NonProfit 
Homes for the Aging have 
indicated 
support 
for a 
program that would require 
nursing homes to repay the 
state in full for interest costs 
as well as the loans them­ 
selves.

B u t O n ly F ish E v a s iv e 
License Increase 
Bites Fishermen 


Will a $2.50 increase in the 
price of a fishing license 
prevent area anglers from, 
getting their feet wet this 
year? 
Yes, says William Brady, 
owner-manager of the Castle 
Lake Fishing Grounds, 
Morvsville. 
No, say Carroll Bechtel, 
owner of Bechtel’s Sport 
Shop, 233 High St., and 
Donald Clewell, superinten­ 
dent of French Creek State 
Park. 
Brady’s business is slow 
this year and he blames it all 
on the increased price of a 
fishing license, from $5.25 
last year to $7.75 this year. 
Business w a s grow iog 
steadily for years. “But this 
year it’s been horrible,’’ he 
lamented. “I haven’t had a 
third of the business I had 
last year at this time.” 


NOT NECESSARY 
Ironically, a state license 
isn’t necessary to fish at 
Castle Lake. “Since it’s a 
private lake we stock our­ 
selves, anyone can fish 
here,” he said. 


People pay a fee to fish all 
day. If they catch fish and 
want to take them home, 
they pay another fee, depen­ 
ding on the size of the fish. 
“People come here as early 
as 5 a.m. and some stay into 
the night,” Brady common 
ted. 
U n f o r t u n a t. e I y , h i s 
business may come to an end 
after four years if things 
don’t soon improve. 
Carroll Bechtel, owner of 
Bechtel’s Sport Shop, is 
puzzled at Brady’s problem 
because fishing seems more 
popular than ever. “ If 
anything, I’ve sold more 
licenses than last year at 
th is tim e .” Bechtel 
acknowledges people tend to 
gripe about the increased 
cost but when the total cost 
of fishing is considered, $2,50 


isn’t really that much. 
EXPECT INCREASE 
‘‘With inflation, most 
people expect the price of a 
fishing license will be up,” 
he said. “Most fishermen 
are so enthusiastic, a 30 per 
cent increase in the price of 
a fishing license isn’t going 
to stop them.” 
Indeed, anyone who would 
get up in the middle of the 
night to wade into a stream 
at daybreak isn’t going to be 
discouraged by a $2.50 price 
hike. 
David Staverosky, a. clerk 
at Van Buskirk’s Hardware 
Store, 228 High St., a leading 
seller of fishing licenses, 
said “As far as I know, the 
only places that sell fishing 
licenses — Van Buskirk’s, 
Bechtel’s, Sears — have run 
out at least once,” he said. 
“ I don’t know why, but 
fishing seems more popular 
than ever.” 
Bechtel thinks the energy 
crisis may have some effect 
on it. “You. don’t have to 
drive very far to find a good 
stream or pond for fishing.” 
he said. “Perhaps some 
people don’t want to take a 
long trip this summer and 
are deciding to stay closer to 
home. A lot of them might go 
fishing.” 


ALWAYS BUSY 
Donald Clewell, superin­ 
tendent of French Creek 
State Park, said large 
groups of fishermen have 
been at the park since the 
beginning of trout season. 
“At any time of day or night, 
whether it’s raining or not, 
you can find fishermen 
there,” he said. 
“We’re restocking some of 
the areas this week and you 
sure there’ll be a 
hundred fishermen 
for the truck to

M IA M I, Fla, (AP) - A 
team of experts on the Soviet 
Union says that despite 
recent United States-Soviei 
efforts at detente, Moscow 
shows no signs of slowing its 
preparations for war.

I ntcmat ional 
Studies at the University of 
Miami. It was prepared by 
Foy D. Kohler, former U.S. 
ambassador to Moscow and 
now a professor; Leon

program; and Mose Harvey, 
director of the center. The 
study was presented to U.S. 
officials 
before 
its 
publication in book form 
Tuesday. 
“We have found no eviden­ 
ce that the agreements 
reached at the Moscow and 


Washington summits of 1972 
and 1973, or the general 
relaxation of tension bet­ 
ween the U.S. and U SS R., 
have brought any changes in 
Soviet 
positions,"

Kohler 
The report said that “'the 
main thrust of current Soviet 
public statements is that vic­ 
tory in war can still be 
attained,. „ 
“Soviet insistence on the

nuclear war is accompanied 
by emphasis on the necessity 
to further strengthen Soviet 
military capabilities and 
war readiness ..... and to 
improve the survivability of 
Soviet society and the Soviet 
economy under conditions of 
nuclear war."

It is true that declarer had 


bad luck on the hand. Every­ 
thing that could go wrong did go 
wrong The spade finesse lost, 
the diamond finesse lost, the 
club finesse lost, and even the 
heart finesse would have lost 
had South attempted it. Nor did 
the diamonds break 3-3. 


Neverthless, the fact is that 
South should have made the 
contract. All he had to do was 
win East’s spade return at trick 
two with the king, cross to 
dummy with, a diamond, lead, 
the jack, of dub and finesse. Win. 
or lose, this would have guar­ 
anteed nine tricks. 


In effect, South put the con­ 
tract on the line when 
he 


finessed the jack of spades at 
trick two. He had a sure thing in 
sight by rejecting the finesse, 
and he should therefore have 
rejected it.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Cheaper food slowed the 
increase in the cost of living 
for April to half the rate of 
increase recorded in each of 
the previous three months, 
the government announced 
Tuesday.

THE DODGERS TAKE ON WYNN-ING WAYS 
By MELVIN DURSLAG 
LOS A N G E LE S — You ore aware, of course, that 
baseball is a percentage game. Sooner or later, teams 
and people obey their numbers, which is a way of 
pointing out that the Los Angeles Dodgers, currently 
ploying at a figure higher than .700, eventually will ret­ 
rogress to something approaching normalcy. 
Ilf you don't want to believe this, you can mention the 
Yankees, who once went a whole season playing .714. 
That was as recently as 1927, a good year for Al 
Capone. 
But how far back the Dodgers will slide from their 
present rate of acceleration is hard to tell in view of 
the many assets they seem to have on their side right 
now. 
People look at Los Angeles as a young team, only 
partly true, because it has pitching that isn't young at 
all. 
It isn't old, but it has been around long enough to 
understand what is happening. 
Then the Dodgers not only are hitting with power, 
but have speed on the bases. At (east five of the start­ 
ing eight are able to run, making this a very dangerous 
group on offense'. 
REMEMBER LAST YEAR? 
With memories not so fond, those who follow the 
team recall that it bolted 8 V i in front as late as August 
last year, after which it obeyed its percentages and 
proceeded to fall on its helmet. 
But a change has been made this time in centerfield, 
where the club has stationed a new resident named Jim 
Wynn, the hottest batsman at this moment in baseball. 
There is indisputable evidence of this. Wynn is lead­ 
ing the majors in both RBIs and home runs, and he as­ 
sures you his success will continue, because batting is 
mostly in the mind and his mind right now is good. 
O f course, hitters are also known to lose their minds, 
which explains why guys can hit .320 one year and 100 
points less the next. 
Wynn ascribes his current rampage at bat to the 
strangest reason ever advanced. He says it's due to 
fresh air. 
Jim spent most of his baseball life inside a rainproof 
facility called the Houston Astrodome. 
"Just the idea of coming out into the open has 
helped me," he explains. "I breathe the air. I've got 
new energy. I am able to sweat. Do you know I never 
perspired in all the time I played in the Dome?" 
It is a fact, though, that Houston did o little per­ 
spiring trying to get Wynn to hit with consistency, and 
it wound up using him only sporadically through the last 
part of the season. 
"Why did they do this to you?1;; he was asked. 
"I guess it's because I went 0-for-33 in one stretch," 
he answered. "I wound up a platoon man, a man used 
for defensive purposes and a pinch-hit ter." 
Unaccountably, managers take a narrow view of 
guys who go 0-for-33, which probably explains why 
Houston was willing to trade Wynn for Claude Osteen. 
To facilitate this deal, Los Angeles had to find a new 
home for its former centerfielder, Willie Davis, who was 
shipped to Montreal for relief pitcher Mike Marshall. 
Up to this point, Wynn is ecstatic about his shift to 
Los Angeles, describing this season as the most impor­ 
tant year of my life." 
If he hits a cold streak, as batters unfailingly do, he 
can blame it on the fresh air, long believed dangerous 
perhaps to one's health, and he can pine for the clois­ 
tered precincts of the Dome. 
But Jim contends that he is too comfortable at the 
plate right now to go dramatically sour. 


"You learn something every year in baseball," he 
says. ' What I think I have now learned is to avoid 
pressing. Baseball isn't like football, which is played 
once a week and has a season of only 14 games. You 
must make yourself realize in baseball that you have 
162 chances. You have a bad day, you don't have to 
wait a week. You can get even the next day. 
"In my estimation, the toughest thing about hitting is 
selling yourself on this philosophy. You make yourself 
comfortable at bat, free of worries that you must prove 
yourself that minute, and you will hit the ball a lot bet­ 
ter." 
It is the oldest dictum of poker that the winners make 
jokes and the losers say "deal." If Wynn continues to 
slug, and the Dodgers keep playing .700, he will be 
enshrined as some kind of pundit. 
Otherwise far Jim, it will be back to the philosophic 
drawing board.
